‘Bvery Man to Make an Honest Living, 


A correspondent asks a concise statement 
of the newsboy war. Here itis: « 

Mike Murphy and Mike Churchill control 
200 newsboys, who are permitted to sell pa- 
pers only on the terms prescribed by these 
padrones The boys are not profit-sharers, 
but employees, in debt to the bosses. They 
are not permitted to go to a newspaper or- 
fice and buy a stock at first price, sell it on 
their own account, and go home with their 
profits. Should they attempt it, they “are 
beaten and robbed ‘of their stock by thugs 
and thieves, who are retained for that duty. 
They must draw from the padrone, sell 
where he and make their re- 
turns to him. For using this machin- 
ery of the padrones, one paper pays a 
contribution. of $35 per week in undis- 
guised cash, while another pays about the 
same amount in a roundabout way.

Discussing the proposed reduction of 

maximum railroad rates for passengers in 
this State, General Passenger Agent 
Crane, of the Wabash, said: “Missouri is 
a poor State for local passenger business, 
and a reduction in the mileage in the 
State would mean poorer equipment and 
fewer trains. If our trains were filled we 
would be very willing to make a 2% cent 
rate.“ 
The question of a fair maximum rate 
for passenger business depends upon the 
cost of service and possibilities of busi- 
ness and can only be determined by inves- 
tigation. But it is fair to ask if the 
poor condition of local passenger business 
in this State is not the fault of the rail- 
roads. 

Railroad transportation is in öne re- 
spect like a commodity. People do not buy 
it unless it is within their means and 
meets their wants. When railroad rates 
are high and the trains are poorly equip- 
ped and inconvenient the people use the 
railroads as little as possible. Their use 
is in proportion to convenience and 
chéapness. 

The suburban business is a case in 
point. It is impossible to build up profit-

Persons who want to go to the sub- 
urbs must have the trains and the rates 
to suit and cannot go until they are as- 
ep The street railway development of

The 
rafiroads of Missouri would do well to 
cheapen rates and improve their service 
without Waiting for the mandate of the 
Legisiature.

The 
Fo tution divides the powers of gov- 
ernment into the legislative. judiciary and

son, but during the last two or three years 
the people 1 this country have repeatedly 
witnessed t n of on entirely new 
form of Goversit nt which was never be- 
fore heard of among men in either mon- 
archy or republic, that is, Government by 
injunction, whereby a Federal Judge not 
content with deciding controversies brought 
into his court, not content with exercising 
the judicial functions of government, pro- 
ceeds to legislate and then to administrate. 
He issues a ukase which he calls an in- 
junction forbidding whatever he pleases 
and what the law does not forbid and thus 
legislates for himself without limitation 
and makes things penal hich the law 
does not make. penal, makes other things 
punishable by imprisonment which at law 
are punishable only by fine, and he ri 
men of the right of trial by jury when th 
law guarantees this right, and he then e 
forces this ukase in a summary and arbi- 
trary manner by imprisonment, throwing 
men into prison, not for vioating a law, 
but for 323 guilty of a contempt of court 
in disregarding one of these injunctions. 
During the last two years some of these 
judges actually enjoined men from quitting 
the employment of a railroad. These in- 
junctions are a. very great convenience to 
corporations when they can be had for the 
asking by a corporation lawyer, and these 
were the processes of the court to enforce 
which the President sent the Federal 
troops to Chicago. 

During the coal and railroad strikes last 
summer the United States Marshal for the 
Southern District of Illinois swore in al- 
together over 300 deputies, chiefly for the 
purpose of enforcing injunctions of this 
character issued y' the United States 
court and directed to the Marshal to en- 
force, and about 191 men were arrested in 
Cairo and other points in the State and 
brought to Springfield in charge of officers, 
a yey of from 100 to 200 miles, and 
lodged in-jail. Nearly all were charged with 
eontempt of court and were tried, not by 
a jury, but by the court whose dignity they 
were said to have offended; 121 were con- 
victed, and most of them were sent to jail 
for from thirty to ninety days. Many had 
to be set free when it came to a hearin ng 
because it did not appear that they h 
éven ve HB an injunction, let alone com- 
mitted a crime, and nearly all when set 
free found themselves on the streets from 
100 to 200 miles from their homes without 
money.and without friends. In very many 
eases the United States Marshal gave them 
something to eat and secured transporta- 
tion for their return, while some of the 
corporation agents, who were responsible 
for it all, appeared to regard the proceed- 
ings as a good lesson for the men. During

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Another innovation is the operation of 
railroads by courts of chancery, whereby 
a court Carries on a vast business enterprise, 
not simply for a short time, but frequently 
for. years, and by an astounding fiction 
in the line of — — of power, the dig - 
nity and sac presence of the Court is 
supposed to . over the whole line of 
the road, and the road is said to be not in 
the hands of the receivers, as other eee: 
erty is in the hands of the owner, but in 
the actual possession.of the Court, and 
anything done to the railroad is treated 
as a contempt of court. If you commit an 
offense against a railroad that is in the 

8 its owners you will be prosecuted 
in t county where the offense is com- 
mitted, tried by a jury, and, if proven to 
be guilty, may be sent to the penitentiary. 
But if you tread on the grass or throw a 
stone onto a railroad that has been robbed 
by speculators and then put into the hands 
of a receiver to freeze out some st 
helders, you will be guilty of a contempt 
of a court sitting hundreds of miles away, 
and you will be Hable to be arrested and 
carried to where it is, there to be tried, not 
by a jury or a disinterested tribunal, but 
by that court whose awful dignity you 
have offended. If the courts must go into 
the business of operating railroads, then 
these absurd fictions should be abandoned 
and the roads held to be in the hands of 
the receivers, just as other roads are held 
to be in the hands of their owners. It is 
in connection. with bankrupt roads. in the 
hands of a court that most of the outra- 
geous orders or injunctions were issued 
during the last two years. These injunc- 
tions are outside of the regular machinery 

the government. So far as they. are out- 
side the law they are usurpations, and 
where not usurpations they are wrong, for 
the Constitution has created other machin- 
ery to enforce the criminal law. Courts of 
chancery were not created for this pur- 
pose. Further, they do no good. In Chi- 
cago they were issued long in advance of 
any serious rioting or disturbances; yet 
they did not prevent the burning of a single 
freight car nor the ditching of a single 
train. Our country has existed for’ more 
than a hundred years. During this time 
all our greatness and our glory has been 
achieved. Property has been protected, 
and law and order has been maintained by 
the machinery established by the Constitu- 
tion; this machinery has at all times been 
found to be more than sufficient for every 
emergency. If both the Copstitution and 
our past experience are now to be disre- 
garded, and the Federal courts are to be 
permitted to set up this new form of gov- 
ernment, then it will be equally proper 
for the State courts to do so, and we shall 
soon have government by injunction from 
head to toe. All of the affairs of life will 
be regulated, not by law, but by the per- 
sonal pleasure, prejudice or caprice of a 
multitude of judges. . 

Formerly, when a man charged with con- 
tempt of court, filed an affidavit purging 
himself of the contempt—that is, denying 
it—the matter ended, except that he could 
be indicted for perjury if he swore to a 
lie. But after thus purging himself he 
could not be tried for contempt by the very 
judge whose dignity he was charged with 
having offended: In other words, when a 
man denied his. guilt he could not be sen- 
tenced to prison without a trial by jury. 
But this protection of ‘the Citizen is now 
brushed away. 


USE OF FEDERAL TROOPS. 

The placing of United States troops on 
active duty in Chicago under the condi- 
tions that existed there last summer pre- 
sents a question of the most far-reaching 
importance and should. receive the most 
serious consideration of every patriot and 
of every man who believes in free institu- 


tions. As already shown, they were put 
there without calling on the local authori- 
ties to enforce the law or making any in- 
quiry as to whether any assistance was 
needed, and at a time when the local author- 
ities felt they could easily control the situ- 
ation. While the dates and the facts show 
that it was done in this case for the pur- 
— of setting a precedent ‘for having the 
ederal Government take the corporations 
under its immediate protection, the prin- 
ciple involved is much broader than even 
this violation of the Constitution, and con- 
templates the exercise. of a power that 
cannot exist in harmony with republican 
institutions. This act was an entirely new 
departure in the history of our govern- 
ment, and a great constitutional writer 
of the country, in gee ag rage the Presi- 
dent upon having taken this D,
